Raisicg birds, well! Don't they in- 


jure your fruit? Honestly, yes they do. 
They will pick the finest, jucieat peach 
or apple In your orchard or mine. Why 
raise them, then? We prefer that a 
!>2rd thai works for us through a- good 
part of the year should spoil a few 
choice peaches and apples rather than 
have them disfigured by coddling- 
worma. But you say, won't they ruin 
your grapes? Well, yes, they are very 
fond of grapes, particularly the mock- 
>.£g-bird; but they won't touch them 
till they are ripe. And they are work- 
ing for you something like nine months 
of the year. A small boy with a squib 
of a gun and some blank cartridges 
can keep them out of the 
vineyard. 


But suppose I have.n'1 the boy? you 
say; well, if you expect to make & suc- 
cess of farming, gardenias and or- 
charding you'll have to raise a crop 
of boys, too. But if you should have 
no boys, I suppose you might, at small 
expense, bonow a boy from 
some 


neighborhood who has obeyed the 
scriptural Injunction to "multiply and 
replenish the earth." A borrowed boy 
will make a noise and will help the 
birds eat your grapes, too. But^he 
won't spoil the bunches by picking off 
a berry here and there.

Profit of a. Hen. 


It Is admitted that while small flocks 


permit of a profit of from two to three 
dollars a hen for one year, one dollar 
is considered an average for 
large 


flocks. If one has two hundred hens 
a profit of $200 is about what should 
be expected for a year, as allowance 
should be made for disease, inferior 
birds, and other causes. But if the 
matter Is viewed in comparison with 
the profits from other stock, the sum 
of one dollar a hen is quite large. Tae 
aclual value of a hen is not over fifty 
cents if she weighs five pounds, yet 
she may lay as many as twelve dozen 
eggs in one year and also raise a brood 
of chicks. 
Of course, the profit de» 


nends upon the cost of the food and 
the prices obtained tor poultry and 
eggs, and in. some sections not over 
Ifty cents profit a hen may be se- 
cured; but even at that low estimate 
an acre cf land will enable the farm- 
er to keep one hundred hens. In sec- 
tions contiguous to good markets the 
farmer should make a profit of one 
dollar a hen, and if he does not do so 
he> has not given up scrubs and mis- 
managing in some direction, which will 
leave him ample room for improve- 
ment.

B£ SURELY LOST. 


Usefulness of tTie Owl. 


"Can there be any possible harm in 


killing owls for women's hats?" ex- 
claimed a New York milliner to a 
member of the Audubon Society .the, 
other day. "Of what use are the feor*- 
rid creatures to anybody?" 
it ' 


The pretty milliner was quite sur- 


prised when told that owls were very 
useful birds. Owls eat the field mice, 
and other small rodents that work 
great injury to the farmer, and every 
one th.at is lost not only means a me- 
nace- to the farmers, but a distinct loss 
to. agriculture. 


Dr. C. Hart Merrlam, ornithologist of 


the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, has estimated that in offering 
a bounty on owls and hawks, which re- 
sulted in the killing of more than 100,- 
000, the State of Pennsylvania sustain- 
ed a loss of nearly $5,000,000 in one 
year and a half. 


It is well known that left-handedness 


has often been observed in animals. 
According to VIerordt, parrots seize 
objects with the left claw by preference 
or exclusively The lion strikes with 
the left paw, and Livingstone gave it 
as his opiniou that all animals are left 
handed. Prof. Jord&n has recently ver- 
ified the stattineiy with reyard to par- 
rots.

one's whereabouts. A pence arriving 
iher« would find an altogether differ* 
ent world before him. Like a blind 
man he would grope about and vainly 
endeavor to get back whence he came. 
This by JQO means enviable situation 
is calculated to dMtroy the illusions 
which he may have cherished when 
start i eg on hit polar expedition. His 
completely changed situation would be 
accounted for by the fact that whea 
stationed at the pole the direction of 
the north would be found to coincide 
with the line of the xenlth— that is to 
say, the point exactly above us. The 
opposite point, viz., the nadir, would 
coincide with the direction to the 
south. The longtitudlnal circles, and 
hence also the meridian of the local- 
ity, would coincide with the circles of 
latitude; an equator would coincide 
with the horizon. Hence an astronomi- 
cal determination of the locality, ac- 
cording to latitude and longitude, is 
precluded. 


The same may be said as regards de- 


terming one's bearings in any direc- 
tion. The compass, too, will fail there, 
because its horizontal intensity Is so 
slight as to preclude the possibility of 
its action. The only criterion 
for 


judging that one has arrived «t the 
pole is that the observed latitude of the 
sun, after having been corrected to al- 
titude above the -true horizon, is found 
to coincide with the value of the dec- 
lination of the. sun for the day in Ques- 
tion. *" 


Moreover, in those regions there is 


scarcely a day on which dense fogs do 
not prevail,, and. sixty or more degrees 
(C.) *of cold, such as mostly exist 
there, will enhance the difficulties of 
observation to such an extent that it 
can only be a question of approximate 
estimates. Such conditions are by no 
me.ans enviable,, and are scarcely -cal- 
culated to induce us to long for them 
with all our >hearfe. 


But these are not tfxe only things 


which are likely to make a sojourn at 
the pole a never-ending torment. 
"Worse, than all the, rest, one cannot 
count the passing hours there; in other 
words, there is no criterion lor deter- 
mining the time of 'day. 
During a 


period of six months the sun will 
neither rise nor aet, but during the 
whole of the tinw will always remain 
either above or below the horizon. As 
the/ earth revolves around its .axis in, 
twenty-four hours, the sun apparently 
describes, during the same interval, a 
circuit of 360 degrees around "the sky, 
being visible at *m altitude equal to the 
declination whenever declination is of 
the same name as the pole at which 
the, observer is stationed. 


The numerous attempts 
hitherto 


made to reach the pole have, as a mat- 
ter of course; been by water — that is 
to say, by ships and sledges. The idea 
that one might get there by an aerial 
passage has. not gained .. ground until 
recently, but if we consider that bal- 
loons are not navigable, and hence are 
liable to be carried away by air cur- 
rents -in ^any directioa that may acci- 
dentally prevail, and in the most un- 
likely event only to the pole, no one 
possessed of but a moderate allowance 
of common sense will comprehend how 
success could have been expected from 
such an enterprise. Moreover, determi- 
nations of locality cannot possibly be 
made from a balloon with any approx- 
imate degree 6f accuracy.

Manila, April 2«.—Calumpit. recently 


the Filipino capital, is today in the nos- 
aession of the American troops. The 
flower of Affuinaldo'* army ha* been an- 
nihilated, and General MacArthur hold* 
the strategic key to the entire northern 
part of Luzon. 


Eight American* were killed in the as- 


sault upon the city. The loan to the rebels 
xrae terrific. 
What remained of their 


army waa finally driven back into the 
town and beyond it to the hills. Gen- 
<$-al MacArtbur had 6000 troop* engaged; 
in the attack. The valor v/as unpar- 
alleled. 


Calumpit was an fire when the concert- 


ed advance of Major General MacAr- 
thur's division, comprising the brigades 
of Generals Hale ana Wheaton, and the 
division of Major General Lawtqn was 
crdered. 


The insungents met the advance, with, 


•evere firing. The greater part of Agui- 
naldo's army was in the town and the 
trenches before it. having, made a stand 
there after the fall of Matolos. 


The strategic attack upon the city was 


made by Bale's brigade, which moved 
down the right bank of the Quintan 
river; 
by Wheafon's brigade, on the 


left bank and by Lawton's division, 
which advanced from Narxagary, being 
joined there by Lawton's center column 
from Bocave.

The southern defenses of the Insur- 


gent capital were first, attacked aha 
taken. They were a mile south of the 
city and on the north bank of the Bag- 
bag river. 


The order to advance upon Calumpit 
was received enthusiastically toy the 
American troops. There had long been, 
a thirst among the troops to avenge the 
death of their fellows during the fight- 
ing march from Malolos.'and they were 
eager for the capture'of the main strong- 
hold of Aguinaldo and his men. 


Scouting -parties sent<out a short time 


before the attack returned to report that 
Calumpit had been set afire by the 
rebels.

In the attack the American troops were 


deployed in a long line before the city. 
This line was gradually closed in, main- 
taining an intense firing- upon the 
Wenches and immediate Jef ejnses of the 
capital. •

It was short-range fighting, and the 


Americans were more than equal to it, 
while the insuitejents were pressed back 
whenever they attempted! a stand. 


The guhs of the Utah artlllery^dtd me^- 


tcrful work. They tore grckt gaps In the 
trenches and drove the rebels out with 
appalling slaughter. Then the infantry- 
men- charged the trenches^ The rebels 
stood their ground atrlong as they could, 
and then fled. 


The Americans then had little diffi- 


culty In entering the city. ' The fire set 
by the rebels was spreading'rapidly, and 
it seemed a forlorn hope toi attempt to 
extinguish It 


On all sides Tvfe.s to "be seen the havoc 


wrought by the intensity of Ithe Amerl- 
San firing The dead rebels lay two and 
neven> three deep in some places. The 
trenches were choked with dead bodies. 


What remained of the rebel army fled 


to» the hills, closely pursued liythe Amer- 
ican soldiers, although the latter were 
in a worn-out condition from* the con- 
tinuous fighting of the last few days. 


Before the advance upon Calumpit 


could be made, it was necessary for the 
American soldiers to cross 'the Rio 
Grande river. This was accomplished by 
wadmg and swimming in the face of a 
hot flre. General Hale was*ant»ng>the 
first who floundered across the stream, 
v, hich was neck deep at the ford. \ -

At the junction of the Bagba,g ^and 


Chico rivers, also, there was sxviipmfng. 
and wading to be done, the rebels Having' 
been driven back after fierce resisla%c<£' 
The distance between the \varrin^4!ihes 
was only 30 yards. When tho artillery 
waa brought into action the pieces 'were 
fired at point blank, only SO yards sep- 
arating the'armies.

Havana, April 26.— The plague season 


is upon us. The first death for a month 


m yellow fever occurred yesterday, 


the victim being a Spanish immlgranJ 
who bad been in Cuba only a lev,- months. 
One other new case was reported for the 
week ending April 22, making a. total of 
five IcnoHn cases of the diseasa. There 
are sevf n cases of smallpox, one of which 
was reported Jast week. 


The general health q>f the city is excel 


lent, comparatively speaking. The num- 
ber of deaths during the first three weeks 
Of April were 462. In April, 1835, the 
mortality was 600; in 1896, 731; in 1897 
1089, and in 1898, 1410. 


Major John G. Davis, chief sanitary of 


fleer of the city, says that the total num- 
ber of -deaths in April this year will cer- 
tainly be under 600, which was the record 
In 1895, before the occupation of the city 
by an extra large i orpe of Spanish 
troops and the reconcentrados.

Europeans in Hong Kong are delighted ' 


with Germany's promptitude in taking 
measures to inflict punishment for at- 
tacks inade upon German subjects at 
Ichoufou in southern Shan Tung. An 
Icboufou correspondent says: 


"To the southwest. 20 miles from us, 


there have been a number of riots, but 
no one has been punished as yet. A 
Catholic priest, who is just in from that i 
vicinity, says that his life had been 
saved through the fieetness of his horse. 


"Three Catholics have been killed at 


Teibem, about 40 miles to the west of 
us. 
Six of them have been killed at 


Sh?n Shan, of whom two were burned, 
to death in a big public bonfire. This is 
a different affair from the one in which 
a child was burned and two had their 
eyes put out by a fiendish mob. The 
perpetrators of the outrage to the east, 
who dismembered the bodies of two 
Catholics, burned them over a fire, and 
burned a living child, having received no 
punishment of any kind, have been em- 
boldened to attempt still further out- 
rages. However, they met with an unex- 
pected check when they attacked three 
Germans and suffered considerable loss. 


Russia is making further encroach- 


ments. She is, according to Pekin ad- 
vices, constructing roads from Pamir 
plateau to the frontier of China. A 
large force of Russian troops has al- 
ready, marched from. Pamir into the 
province of Shinkyo. Officers commar.d- 
ing the force declare they have for their 
object the construction of roads, but 
their real object appears to be some- 
thing very different.

SAYINGS OF HEROES. 


PHRASES THAT HAVE BECOME PART 


OF AMERICAN HISTORY. 


Ctfermueec of B*rir, D**»«»r, l*w- 


Thicker Th*» W»t«;." 
During the 132 ye^rs of the **l««ic* 


of tie nation the Commodore*, Cap- 
tains and other olBcer* of the navy 
have made a magnificent contribution 
of patriotic phrase;; to literature. As 
the terse embodiment of popular senti- 
ment in trying situations and emergen- 
cies, they are not surpassed by ex- 
pressions of a lite character in any 
language. 


Tbe sea fighters started in this line 


at the very beginning of the Revolu- 
tion, in fact, before that tremendous 
struggle with th« toother country was 
fcegun. Capt. Whipple of Providence, 
R. I., for instance, when notified in 
1775 by Sir James Wallace of the BritT 
lib frigate Rose that he would bi 
strung up at the yardarm for having 
burned his Majesty's ship Gaspee, sent 
tbe laconic reply to Sir James: 


"Always catch a man before you 


bang him." 


Toe lion-hearted Whipple,-who, in 
tie preceding war with Prance in his 
privateer Gamecock captured in a 
•ingle year twenty-three French prizes, 
voiced in that defiant answer the senti- 
ments of all the rebels in the.colonies 
that catching them was an essential 
preliminary to the hanging business. 


<"J have hot yet begun to fight." warn 


one of Paul Jones's famous replies to a 
British Captain with whom he had 
been fiercely engaged for over an hour 
and who desired to know if: be ha4 
surrendered. 
It was not Paul /ones 


who surrendered when the battle "came 
to an end. That was the celebrated" en- 
gagement between the Sarapis and the 
Bonhomme Richard. The Captain of 
the Serapis having been'knighted, for 
his gallantry on that "occasion by 
George in., Paul Jones, when he heard 
of the promotion, characteristically re- 
marked: 


"Never mind; if I meet him again I'll 


make a lord of him." 


The. first. Commodore of the young 


American navy was Capt. John Barry. 
In the spring of 1781 he was hailed "by a 
British ship on his way from Havana. 
To the inquiry as to his identity, he 
replied: 


"The United States ship. Alliance, 


Saucy Jack Barry, half Irishman, half 
Yankee. Who are you?" 


"Not the value nor the command of 


the whole British fleet could tempt me 
from the American cause," was the re- 
ply of Barry to Lord Howe, In 1776, 
when the1 latter offered 
hira 15,000 


guineas and a commission in the Eng- 
lish navy to join the royal 
cause. 


Equally patriotic was the reply of the 
captive American sailor, Nathan Cof- 
fin, when-asked to enter the King's 
•er-vice: "Hang: me, if you will, to the 
jrard arm, out do not ask roe to.iq? 
a traitor to my country." 


Stephen Decatur was one of the 


fcravest men that ever walked the quar- 
ter deck. His famous toast at a public 
dinner at Norfolk, Va., in 1816, "Our 
'country! In her intercourse with for- 
eign nations may she always be in the 
right, out our country, right or Wrong," 
would, if he had never said or done 
anything-else, have won him a place in 
the memory of his countrymen. 
The 


destruction by him of the" frigate Phila- 
delphia in. the harbor of Tripoli was 
declared by Lord Nelson to be "the 
most bold and daring act of the age.' 


Decatur was as generous as he was 


brave. "I cannot," said he to Capt 
Garden of the Macedonian, as the latter 
offered to surrender his,sword, "take 


, the sword of a man. who has so bravely 


defended his ship, but I'll thank you 
tor that hat."

I MARITIME PEOPLE SEEM TO EXCEL 


if3 CONSUMPTION. 


Mucnet* to Lift Wreck*. 


One of the most amazing develop- 


ments in modern electric science Is the 
proposal made to the British Govern- 
nent to raise by means of magnetic 
orce the sunken ironclad Victoria, now 
ying at the bottom of the Mediterra- 
nean Sea in.450 feet of water. And if 
he Victoria, why not the Maine? 
Every one familiar with naval mat- 


ers will recall the story of the wreck 
of the Victoria. Admiral Sir George 
Trjcon, who loved nothing »o much as 
original ideas in manoeuvring, had one 
'avorite evolution of which he never 
.ired. This simply-consisted in mak- 
ng the giant boats perform the "right- 
ibout-face" after the manner x>f infan- 
,ry privates on parade. And it was 
his little weakness of Sir George's 
;hat drove the ram of-the Camperdown 
nto the sides of the Victoria, and sent 
!50 men, including Sir George himself, 
to'the "bottom: - 


All attempts to- raise the 'Victoria hy 


means of hydraulic pressure have com- 
pletely failed.- The boat "has been too 
far under water for divers to reach her. 


The mejlhod.jipw under consideration 


by the Admiralty ia as follows: 
, Above the spot where the Victoria ia 


known to be will be moored a fleet of 
wrecking .pontoons. Monster magnets, 
shapen in the form of a horseshoe, will 
be let down from the sides of the Ron- 
toons and sunk until- tbe attraction- of 
the steel sides of the Victoria will draw 
them to^the ship, to be attached in a 
strong-embrace by the mysterious force 
that every boy has. seen exerted on a 
email scale.

On the estimate made by the inven- 


tors of tfie scheme it is- belived that the 
lifting capacity of each magnet will be 
not less than 100 tons, and as the 
weight oinhe wreck is at least 7,000 
tons, itas estimated that upward of 70 
magnets will b^ required. 


Only when the magnets have been 


fixed-can the work of raising the wreck 
be begun. Each pontoon will be fur- 
nished with hydraulic rams and dyna- 
mo-machines. Each lifting cable will 
be attached to the lifting pontoon by 
means of a sheave on the head of a 
hydraulic lifting ram having a stroke 
of twelve feet, which would give an ef- 
fective lift of twenty-four feet. 
The 


hydraulic cylinders will be connected 
with each other, a balancing accumula- 
tor regulating the amount of pressure. 


By this means it is proposed to raise 


the vessel twenty-four feet at a time, 
until she can be towed into shallower 
water and then beached: 


On a small scale a test of the efficacy 


of raising boats by this particular 
method has already been made. Into a 
depth of water that represented com- 
paratively with the size of the model 
boat, the depth of the Mediterranean, 
were lowered a number of magnets of 
relative power. The experiment wag 
entirely successful. 


There is little doubt that' the experi-

The sugar crop of tbe world amounts 


ia a corsnal year to abo« 8,000,000 
tons, cf which the larger pan, 4.500.000 
tons, comes trom !>eets, and tbe bal- 
ance. 3.500.0CO 1022, from sugar case. 
Of the latter tbe largest proportion 
i-omes froa the \Y**=t Indies, and a 
large amount from the Island of Java. 
Among ihe countries producing beet 
sugar, Germacy comes first, with about 
one-third of the world's crop; then i 
Austria, with about as much, and then 
France. Russia and Belgium and Hol- 
land together, witb substantially the 
same quantity. 


In respeci of the production of beet 


sugar in the United Slates there has 
been a vast increase since the estab- 
lishment of the McKinley tariff of 1890. 
The year previous the American prod- 
uct was 2,800 tons. Two years later i: 
was 12,000 tons. Four years later it 
was 20,000 tons. Last year it was 43,- 
000 tons, and the product is on tbe in- 
crease. The McKinley tariff establish- 
ed, between July 1, 1891, and July 1. 
1895, a bounty to be paid by tbe United 
States government to sugar producers, 
with a view of stimulating tbe industry 
and compensating those engaged in it 
for the changes made in the duty upon 
imported sugar. 


Among scientists the opinion 'has 


been general that a moderate amount 
of sugar, like a moderate amount of 
salt, should enter into the dietary of 
the people of each nation, but is only 
wlien'th'e figures of the consumption of 
sugar are examined that it is seen that 
tbe quantity consujaaed^varies radically

In England, first among the maritime 
nations of the world, the consumption 
of sugar is. 85 pounds a year for each 
inhabitant. In Denmark It is 45, in 
Holland 31, in France 30, and in Nor- 
way-and Sweden 25, whereas- in Rus- 
sia it is only 10, in Italy 7, in Turkey 7, 
in Greece 6, and Servia 4. The con- 
sumption of sugar seems to have very 
little connection with or relation to 
the production of sugar, for in Aus- 
tria, the sugar product of which is 
large, the average consumption is only 
19 pounds, while in Switzerland, in 
which there is no production to speak 
of, it is 44. And another curious phase 
of the matter is that there Is a great 
disparity in tbe consumption of sugar 
in. the two tea-drinking countries— 
England and Russia. 
The large 


amount -of -sugar '-consumed, in Prance 
is attributed, in part, to'the fact that 
the French confectioners and candy 
makers and more especially those do- 
ing business in th* city of Paris, use 
m their -trade enormous quantities of 
sugar in a year, adding abnormally to 
the average consumption of sugar in 
the French republic.

AS TO NAVY YARDS. 


We print in another column a com- 


munication from a gentleman, formerly 
connected with this naval station, who 
has paid a recent visit to the Charles- 
town navy yard, and writes entertain- 
ingly of the improvements made there 
in recent years. We are pleased to note 
that the Massachusetts yard is making 
herculean efforts to keep pace with the 
Portsmouth station, handicapped as it 
is by tbe mud banks, which prevent 
toe approach to its wharves and docks 
of even moderate sized vessels of the 
navy. We are not at all jealous of the 
little yard at Charleetown. Nature has 
designed that the great naval station of 
the east be located in the harbor of the 
Piscatsqna, and it is endowed with all 
the requisites for such a purpose. This 
is a manifest destiny and the navy de- 
partment has at last taken steps to 
build here such a naval establishment 
as will meet the requirements of our 
growing navy.

He has twice filled the position of 


postmaster and conducted the office in 
such a manner as to meet the cordial 
support of the entire public. 


He was the owner of the Evening 


Post in 1884 and its first editor and 
managed it until 1897, with the except* 
ion of a short time when Col. John 
Fender owned it 


He was a veteran of the Civii war, 


serving with high honors, taking part 
in many of the prominent battles, in- 
cluding the famous Bull Bun. 


In all the great political battles at 


Concord, since he arrived at his major- 
ity, he was on hand and took a promi- 
nent part. He Lao held many local and 
state offices.
